HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  acting 
under  the  powers  conferred  by  an  Act  intituled 
“ An  Act  to  provide  an  Official  Stenographer  for  the 
Supreme  and  County  Courts,”  has  been  pleased  to 
order  that  the  Rules  concerning  the  duties,  fees  and 
costs  of  the  Official  Stenographer,  passed  on  the  24th 
day  of  April,  18S9,  he  repealed,  and  that  the  following 
be  made  Rules  of  Court : — 

1.  The  .party  requiring  the  attendance  of  the 
Official  Stenographer  shall,  at  the  time  of  giving  the 
notice  specified  in  section  4 of  the  said  Act,  pay  to  the. 
Official  Stenographer  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  the 
first  day’s  note-taking,  and  the  sum  of  eight  dollars 
for  each  following  day,  or  portion  thereof,  on  which 
the  Stenographer’s  attendance  is  required. 

2.  Should  the  party  upon  whose  notification  the 
Official  Stenographer  attended,  require  a transcript  of 
the  notes  so  taken  by  the  Official  Stenographer,  he 
shall  be  entitled  to  such  transcript  upon  payment  to 
the  said  Official  Stenographer  of  a sum  equal  to  ten 
cents  per  folio  of  every  hundred  words  in  the  exten- 
sion of  tiie  notes  of  the  Stenographer,  and  upon  pay- 
ment therefor  the  said  party  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
return  of  the  difference  between  the  sum  or  sums  paid 
by  him  for  the  Stenographer’s  attendance,  and  the  sum 
of  six  dollars  for  each  day,  or  portion  thereof,  of  the 
Stenographer’s  attendance.

2.  Every  person,  either  resident  or  non-resident,  as- 
sessed on  the  Assessment  Roll  of  the  Municipality  shall, 
if  his  or  her  real  property  be  assessed  at  not  more  than 
$500,  be  liable  to  two  days  statute  labour;  at  more  than 
$500  and  less  than  $1,000,  three  days  ; at  more  than 


$1,000  but  less  than  $2,000,  four  days  ; and  for  every 
$ 1 ,000  over  $2,000,  or  any  fractional  part  thereof  over 
$500,  one  additional  day  ; said  labour  to  he  performed 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  Pathmasters 
appointed  hy  the  Council,  or  pay  in  lieu  thereof  the 
sum  of  two  dollars  per  day. 

3.  Eight  hours  shall  constitute  a day’s  labour. 

4.  The  Pathmasters  shall  give  six  days’  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  meeting  to  perform  the  work.

No.  134. 

A BY-LAW 

To  authorize  certain  Officials  to  borrow  Money  to  meet 
Current  JEzrpend iture. 

HEREAS,  by  sub  section  133  of  section  96,  of 
VV  the  “Municipal  Act,  1891,”  it  is  enacted  that 
the  Municipal  Council  of  any  City  within  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia  be  authorized,  under  the  conditions 
therein  expressed,  to  borrow  from  any  person  such 
sum  of  money,  and  bearing  such  rate  of  interest,  as 
may  be  requisite  to  meet  the  current  legal  expenditure 
of  the  Corporation,  which  becomes  payable  out  of  the 
annual  revenue  before  the  revenues  for  the  yearbecomes 
payable  by  the  taxpayers  ; 

And  whereas  it  is  found  necessary  in  order  to  meet 
the  current  legal  expenditure  of  the  Corporation  of 
the  Cily  of  Victoria  to  borrow  the  sums  of  money 
hereinafter  mentioned,  in  accordance  with  the  provis- 
ions of  said  sub-section  133  of  section  96  of  said 
“Municipal  Act,  1891;” 

Therefore  be  it  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria,  as  follows: 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
of  Victoria  to  borrow  from  the  Bank  of  British  North 
America  such  sums  as  may  be  requisite  to  meet  the 
current  legal  expenditure  of  the  said  Corporation, 
which  becomes  payable  out  of  the  Municipal  revenue, 
and  the  amounts  so  borrowed  shall  be  repayable  and 
repaid  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  December,  A.D. 
1891,  out  of  the  Municipal  revenue  for  the  said  year. 

2.  The  amounts  so  borrowed  shall  not  exceed  in  the 
whole  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
(.$200,000),  and  the  rate  of  interest  payable  thereon 
shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum. 

3.  The  obligation  to  be  given  to  the  said  bank  shall 
be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Clerk  of 
the  Municipal  Council  of  the  said  Corporation,  and 
shall  be  in  the  form  of  a promissory  note,  and  shall 
bear  the  corporate  seal  of  the  said  Corporation. 

4.  All  agreements  for  advances  heretofore  made 
from  said  bank  are  hereby  confirmed. 

5.  The  “Bank  Credit  By-Law,  1891,”  is  hereby 
repealed. 

6.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Bank  Credit 
Amendment  By-Law,  1891.”

And  whereas,  for  the  purpose  of  widening  the  said 
street  as  aforesaid,  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  a strip 
of  land  off  the  easterly  side  of  Lot  22,  in  Block  13, 
said  strip  to  be  eleven  feet  in  width,  and  running  from 
Columbia  Street  to  Clarkson  Street,  parallel  to 
McKenzie  Street  : 

Therefore,  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  New  Westminster  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Council,  under  the 
formalities,  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  “New  Westminster  Act,  188S,”  to  expropriate  a 
strip  of  the  said  Lot  22,  in  Block  13,  the  same  to  be 
eleven  feet  in  width,  measured  from  the  present 
westerly  boundary  of  said  McKenzie  Street,  and  to 
extend  from  Columbia  Street  to  Clarkson  Street,  and 
to  use  the  said  strip  for  the  purpose  of  widening  the 
said  McKenzie  Street.

NANAIMO  CITY  BY-LAWS. 

CORPORATION  OF  THE  CITY  OF  NANAIMO. 


WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  for  the  good  govern- 
ment of  the  City  of  Nanaimo  that  a city 
pound  should  be  established  for  the  impounding  of 
swine,  goats  and  dogs  found  at  large  or  straying  within 
the  limits  of  the  said  city,  and  that  such  animals  be 
declared  a nuisance  and  disposed  of  as  such  ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen 
of  the  City  of  Nanaimo  as  follows  : — 

I . That  a public  pound  shall  be  established  by  the 
Mayor  and  Council  for  impounding  swine,  goats  and 
dogs,  and  a pound-keeper  from  time  to  time  by  them 
appointed,  who,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor 
and  Council  of  the  said  city  shall  be  at  liberty  to 
appoint,  in  writing,  one  or  more  deputies. 

2.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  by-law  all 
swine,  goats,  and  dogs  (without  collars  and  tags  issued 
by  the  Municipal  Council)  found  at  large  or  straying 
in  any  public  way,  street  or  thoroughfare  or  unenclosed 
land  within  the  city  limits,  shall  be  deemed  a nuisance, 
and  may  be  dealt  with  as  hereinafter  provided. 

3.  All  animals  so  found  at  large  or  straying  as  afore- 
said may  be  taken  by  the  pound-keeper,  or  his  deputy 
or  deputies,  who  shall  impound  the  same  in  the  citv 
pound. 

4.  A book  shall  be  kept  in  which  shall  be  entered 
by  the  pound-keeper  or  his  deputy,  with  all  due  speed, 
a true  and  faithful  record  of  the  number  of  animals 
impounded,  where  they  were  found  at  large,  also  of 
the  date  of  their  receipt,  and  the  date  and  manner  of 
their  disposal,  and  it  sold  the  name,  address  and 
addition  of  each  purchaser  thereof. 

5.  Every  animal  so  impounded  as  aforesaid  shall 
forthwith  be  advertised  by  a notice  in  writing  posted 
in  a conspicuous  place  on  the  pound  gate,  and  also  at 


the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  said  Municipal  Council; 
said  notice  shall  contain  a reasonable  description  of 
the  animal,  the  date  and  hour  of  the  impounding 
thereof,  and  shall  specify  when  and  where  the  same  is 
to  be  sold,  and  shall  be  kept  so  posted  for  the  space  of 
three  days. 

6.  All  animals  impounded  shall  be  properly  housed, 
and  shall  be  furnished  with  all  necessary  sustenance 
while  so  impounded,  but  no  animal  shall  be  fed  until 
six  hours  after  impounding  the  same. 

7.  A fine  of  two  dollars  shall  be  levied  and  collected 
on  or  in  respect  of  each  animal  impounded,  and  a 
further  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  for  sustenance  of 
such  animal  after  such  period  of  six  hours  for  each 
day  or  part  of  a day  such  animal  shall  be  or  continue 
so  impounded  shall  be  levied  or  collected  thereon  or 
in  respect  thereof,  in  lieu  and  in  satisfaction  for  the 
housing  and  sustenance  thereof. 

8.  The  owner  of  any  animal  impounded  may  at  any 
time  prior  to  the  sale  or  other  disposition  thereof,  as 
hereinafter  provided,  have  the  same  released  on  pay- 
ment to  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Council  or  the 
pound-keeper  of  the  fines,  charges  or  expenses  charge- 
able thereon  under  the  authority  of  this  by-law,  or  in 
the  case  of  dogs  the  amount  of  the  rate  or  tax  payable 
thereon  for  the  current  year  when  impounded,  together 
with  the  charges  for  the  sustenance  thereof  as  afore- 
said. 

9.  On  payment  of  the  moneys  referred  to  in  the  last 
preceding  section  of  this  by-law,  an  order  in  writing 
for  the  discharge  of  the  animal  on  account  of  which 
the  payment  shall  have  been  made,  signed  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Council  or  the  pound-keeper 
aforesaid,  shall  be  given  to  the  person  making  the  pay- 
ment, and  on  delivering  such  order  (if  signed  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Council)  to  the  pound-keeper 
or  one  of  his  deputies,  or  if  signed  by  the  pound- 
keeper,  to  one  of  his  deputies,  the  animal  referred  to 
shall  be  released. 

10.  Every  animal  so  impounded  as  aforesaid,  which 
shall  not  be  redeemed  within  three  days  from  the  day 
on  which  it  shall  have  been  advertised  as  aforesaid, 
may  be  offered  for  sale  by  public  auction  at  the  place 
and  in  such  manner  hereinafter  appointed,  and  shall 
be  sold  to  the  highest  bidder,  who  shall  thereupon 
become  the  absolute  owner  thereof,  any  law  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 

11.  Public  auctions  for  the  sale  of  animals  to  be  sold 
under  the  authority  of  this  by-law  shall  be  held  at  the 
City  Pound  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday  of  each  week 
at  the  hour  of  four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  no 
such  animal  shall  be  sold  except  at  auction,  and  such 
sales  shall  be  conducted  by  the  pound-keeper  or  his 
deputy  or  deputies,  or  one  of  them,  or  such  other  per- 
son or  persons  as  the  Municipal  Council  shall  from 
time  to  time  appoint. 

12.  The  proceeds  of  every  such  sale  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  applied  as  follows  In  the  first  place  as 
municipal  revenue  in  or  towards  paying,  satisfying  and 
discharging  the  fines,  charges,  rates,  taxes,  sums  and 
expenses,  imposed  or  authorized  to  be  levied  or  collected 
under  this  by-law,  and  the  balance  (if  any)  of  such 
proceeds  shall  be  carried  to  an  account  in  the  books  of 
the  said  Municipal  Council  for  the  use  of  the  owner  of 
such  animal,  subject  ns  herein  mentioned. 

13.  The  payment  of  any  moneys  authorized  to  be 
levied  or  collected  under  the  authority  of  this  by-law, 
and  the  release  of  any  animals  (except  dogs)  which 
may  be  impounded,  shall  not  exempt  or  redease  the 
owner  or  owners  of  such  animals  from  the  payment  of 
any  tax  in  respect  of  such  animal  imposed  by  any  by- 
laws for  raising  a municipal  revenue. 

14.  If  any  dog  shall  be  offered  for  sale  under  this 
by-law  by  public  auction,  and  shall  not  be  sold,  such 
dog  shall  be  destroyed  or  otherwise  disposed  of  as  the 
Mayor  under  his  hand  shall  direct. 

1 ’)■  If  the  money  to  arise  on  the  sale  of  anv  animal 
shall  not  be  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  amount  which  shall 
have  been  chargeable  thereon,  or,  in  case  of  dogs,  if 
any  dog  shall  lie  destroyed  under  the  authority  of  this 
by  law  the  amount  due  to  the  corporation  of  the  said 
city  in  respect  of  the  impounding  and  feeding  of  such 
animal  which  shall  have  been  sold  or  destroyed,  shall 
be  deemed  a penalty,  and  shall  be  recoverable  from 
the  owner  of  such  animal. 

16.  Nothing  in  this  by-law  shall  be  deemed  to  apply 
to  any  dog  wearing  a tag  or  mark  furnished  by  the 
Collector  of  the  Municipal  Council  for  the  current 
year.
